President’s  Column, 


New  Diploma  In 
Montessori  Path

I consider  it  a blessing  to  be  allowed  the  opportunity  to 
work  at  a Catholic  independent  college.  Avila's  ties  to  the 
Catholic  church  are  strong  and  alive. 

It  was  with  great  pride  that  I joined  with  Sister  Olive 
Louise,  students  Cindy  Cook  and  Michelle  Graif,  and  my 
wife,  Jan,  in  representing  Avila  during  the  visit  of  Pope  John 
Paul  U to  New  Orleans  last  fall.  When  I shook  the  Pontiff's 
hand,  I felt  I had  created  a bond  between  the  Pope  and  the 
entire  Avila  College  family,  past  and  present. 

Recently  I met  in  Washington,  D.C.  with  two  national 
organizations  that  promote  sharing  of  information  and 
ideas  among  Catholic  colleges.  The  Sisters  of  Saint  Joseph 
College  consortium  and  the  Association  of  National 
Catholic  Colleges  and  Universities  are  both  active  groups 
that  meet  annually  to  assess  the  status  of  American 
Catholic  colleges.  Much  valuable  information  was 
presented  and  discussed  in  an  effort  to  strengthen  all 
Catholic  institutions  of  higher  education. 

While  in  Washington  I also  attended  the  conference  of 
the  National  Institute  of  Independent  Colleges  and  Univer- 
sities. Besides  its  Catholic  heritage,  Avila  also  takes  pride 
in  being  one  of  1,616  accredited  independent  colleges  in 
America. 

Independent  colleges  have  had  a special  impact  on  the 
American  higher  education  system.  These  are  generally 
colleges  with  smaller  enrollments,  smaller  classes,  lower 
student/teacher  ratios  and  more  personal  contact.  At  in- 
dependent colleges,  62  percent  of  the  students  receive 
their  degree  on  time,  compared  with  50  percent  or  less  at 
public  institutions. 

Independent  colleges,  like  Avila,  have  produced  a ma- 
jority of  our  nation's  corporate  leaders  and  19  of  our  32 
college-educated  presidents. 

Avila  intends  to  remain  true  to  its  mission  as  a Catholic 
independent  college.  We  concur  with  the  Carnegie  Report 
findings  that  tell  us  the  most  effective  college  is  that  col- 
lege that  knows  "what  it  stands  for  as  an  institution''. 

At  Avila,  we  know  what  we  stand  for  and  we  strive  to 
uphold  our  ideals.  That's  why  being  a part  of  the  Avila 
College  mission  in  the  community  is  indeed  an  honor  and  a 
blessing.

Sisters  Celebrate 
75  Years  of  Service 

Two  Avila  nuns  are  celebrating  their  jubilees  this  spring. 
Together,  the  two  Sisters  represent  75  years  of  service  to 
the  CSJ  community  and  nearly  40  years  to  the  college. 
Sister  Una  Marie  Brumback,  head  librarian  for  19  years,  is 
a golden  jubilarian  and  Sister  Elaine  Margaret  Besand, 
who  works  in  the  college  bookstore,  is  celebrating  her 
silver  anniversary. 

Sister  Una  Marie,  named  Una  because  she  was  the  only 
Sister  in  her  reception,  entered  the  community  following 
her  graduation  from  high  school  in  St.  Joseph.  Sister  Una 
told  Accent  that  she  remembers  well  making  her  decision 
to  enter  the  convent.  "One  day  I would  decide  that  I was 
going  to  be  married  and  I would  pray  that  my  children 
would  be  priests  and  nuns.  The  next  day  I would  decide 
that  it  would  be  off  to  the  convent  to  serve  the  Lord.  After 
50  years  I still  firmly  believe  I made  the  right  decision," 
she  said. 

Sister  Una  likes  the  changes  she  has  seen  in  the  Order. 
"When  I first  entered  we  could  only  go  on  a home  visit 
once  every  five  years.  This  was  hard  on  families.  It's  much 
better  now,"  she  said. 

Sister  Elaine  Margaret,  a native  of  Festus,  Missouri, 
worked  in  St.  Louis  before  entering  the  Order.  "I  knew  in 
high  school  that  I wanted  to  be  a nun  but  was  told  it  was  im- 
possible with  my  hearing  impairment.  Orders  required 
perfect  health  for  acceptance,"  she  said. 

An  exception  was  made  for  Sister  Elaine.  She  was  one  of 
the  first  nuns  to  be  accepted  with  a physical  handicap.

Avila  has  changed  its  Montessori  program  to  allow 
students  to  earn  an  Association  of  Montessori  Inter- 
nationale diploma  in  one  or  two  years.  The  new 
program  will  take  effect  this  fall. 

“We  feel  action  by  the  Kansas  City  public  school  district 
to  open  a Montessori  Magnet  school  next  year  will  increase 
the  demand  for  Montessori  teachers,"  said  Sandra  Sparks 
Director  of  Montessori.  "With  a better  market  for  teachers 
and  a flexible  approach,  Avila's  program  will  appeal  to 
both  traditional  and  nontraditional  students,"  she  said. 

Avila  is  the  only  accredited  college  in  the  four-state 
region  to  offer  this  diploma.  The  Association  Montessori 
Internationale,  located  in  Holland,  accredits  colleges.  A 
student  with  an  AMI  certification  can  teach  Montesson 
anywhere  in  the  world. 

The  Avila  Montessori  program  was  founded  in  1967  by 
Dr.  Lena  Wikramaratne,  who  was  trained  by  Mana 
Montessori.  Montessori  is  a unique  educational  approach 
in  which  the  teacher  acts  as  an  observer  and  guide  to  help 
children  teach  themselves  by  doing.  Children  work  at  their 
own  pace  to  develop  language,  math  and  cultural  skills.

Sister  Felice  Helmes,  professor  emerita,  has 
been  a Sister  of  St.  Joseph  57  years.  She  was  the 
first  director  of  Avila's  theatre  program  and  laid  the 
foundation  for  the  prominent  position  the  program 
now  enjoys.  Sister  shares  her  special  insights: 

The  earliest  Constitutions  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph 
speak  of  the  need  for  "unity  of  neighbor  with  neighbor 
and  neighbor  with  God". 

In  1948,  I needed  unity  as  well  as  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  overcome  my  lack  of  experience  when  I 
was  asked  to  create  a theatre  department  on  the  St. 
Teresa  campus. 

The  college  at  that  time  lacked  not  only  an  experienc- 
ed theatre  professional;  it  also  lacked  money.  To  pur- 
chase supplies  and  equipment  we  held  cake  sales, 
garage  sales  and  even  a fish-pond  sale.  The  students 
were  tremendous.  Together  we  built  scenery,  made 
costumes,  planned  publicity  and  even  enticed 
Rockhurst  students  to  perform  male  roles. 

The  popularity  of  our  earliest  efforts,  which  focused 
on  children's  theatre,  not  only  solved  our  financial  pro- 
blems but  provided  many  delightful  memories.  During 
a rousing  performance  of  "Hansel  and  Gretel",  the 
witch  had  hidden  Hansel  in  a cage.  Gretel  searched  the 
stage  frantically  for  her  brother,  but  to  no  avail.  Sud- 
denly, a little  boy  in  the  audience  stood  up  and  shouted, 
"He's  in  the  box!" 

It  took  15  years  to  equip  the  theater  department  at  St. 
Teresa's.  Then,  in  1963,  we  moved  to  the  Avila  campus 
and  started  all  over  again  in  the  basement  of  O'Reilly. 
We  had  no  chairs;  the  audience  sat  on  the  cement  floor. 
But,  kittle  by  little,  we  transformed  the  space  into  an  ex- 
cellent "Little  Theatre  in  a Rectangle"— today's  ALT. 
(The  success  of  our  Goppert  Theatre  programs,  so  often 
reviewed  in  glowing  terms  by  the  local  media,  was  still 
to  come.) 

During  those  trying,  yet  happy  times,  I felt  very  close 
to  the  students.  We  worked  together  and  prayed 
together.  We  suffered  together  and  triumphed 
together  The  unity  envisioned  by  the  Sisters  300  years 
ago  was  alive  for  all  of  us.  And  it  lives  today  in  our  Avila 
College  community.

Administration  Adapts  to  New  Computers 


Avila,  like  many  other  institutions  and 
businesses,  is  in  the  midst  of  technological 
change.  The  availability  of  increasingly 
sophisticated  computer  systems  will  allow 
the  college  to  better  serve  students,  alumni 
and  friends  in  both  the  academic  and  ad- 
ministrative areas.  Accent  takes  a look  at  the 
interface  of  new  administrative  technology 
with  the  human  beings  that  must  implement 
and  operate  it. 

Sister  Rose  Anthony  Schmidt,  as  she  has  done 
for  20  years,  still  sits  at  her  alumni  desk  and  up- 
dates information  on  all  alums.  Sister  Ellen  Marie 
Gavin,  for  11  years,  has  updated  gift  cards  in  an 
office  close  by. 

The  manual  system  on  which  Sister  Rose  makes 
changes  contains  five  sets  of  information  on  each 
alum.  Seven  thousand  Avila  alums  means  35,000 
different  files.  That's  not  including  files  on  non- 
alums,  corporations  and  foundations  that  Sister 
Ellen  oversees. 

It's  all  been  done  by  hand  for  years  by  a few 
dedicated  people  with  steel  trap  minds.  All  that  is 
about  to  change. 

In  1986  Clarence  and  Vita  Goppert  made  a gift 
of  $240,000  to  the  college  for  the  express  purpose 
of  buying  an  administrative  computer  system. 
After  many  task  force  reports  and  in-depth  study, 
the  campus  computer  committee  selected  a new, 
totally  integrated,  powerful  computer  system  to 
modernize  its  administrative  record  storage  and 
information  system. 

The  real  story,  however,  is  not  the  purchase,  or 
even  the  installation  of  this  new  system  The  real 
story  is  the  change  in  the  information  age  and 
how  that  impacts  human  lives. 

Everyone  involved  in  the  implementation  as  it 
currently  unfolds  has  a vision  of  the  computer's 
long  term  benefits.  They  also,  however,  have

gained  an  appreciation  of  how  this  new 
technology  affects  our  lives  and  the  frustrations 
that  sometimes  result  from  the  inability  of  humans 
to  adapt.  Almost  all  agree  that  patience  and  a 
good  sense  of  humor  are  necessary  to  survive  the 
process.  Most  have  advice  for  anyone  starting  the 
process  from  scratch. 

Computer  Director  Ken  Beal  says  that,  "Better 
decisions  come  from  decision  making  based  on 
accurate  and  timely  information.  We  now  will 
have  a larger  data  base  available  to  more  people. 
That  should  lead  to  better  ability  to  manage," 
continued  Beal. 

Those  eventual  benefits  will  not  be  realized 
without  some  frustrations  during  the  implementa- 
tion phase.  Jim  Millard,  Avila's  Admissions 
Director,  says  that  getting  any  new  software  in- 
tegrated with  hardware  and  users  can  prove  to  be 
frustrating.  "Software  is  the  typical  ’tube  sock'," 


says  Millard.  “One  size  is  supposed  to  fit  all,  but 
all  feet  are  different,  just  as  all  users  are 
different." 

"It  typically  takes  about  three  years  to  bring 
software  and  users  together.  Users  must  change 
and  software  must  be  changed,"  said  Millard. 

Maintaining  the  vision  of  a better  future  and  a 
sense  of  humor  are  keys  to  dealing  with  daily 
frustrations  that  occur.  "If  you  don't  look  at  the 
lighter  side  occasionally,  you  could  go  bonkers," 
says  Norm  Gerhart,  Vice  President  for  Fiscal 
Affairs,  who  oversees  the  entire  administrative 
system.  "Of  course,  a lot  of  things  will  seem  much 
funnier  a year  from  now,  when  we  are  fully  opera- 
tional, than  they  do  today." 

Humorous  anecdotes  are  passed  from  office  to 
office  and  serve  to  relieve  some  of  the  pressures 
created  by  the  added  workload  of  doing  assigned 
tasks  plus  learning  the  new  system.  The  registrar's 
office  had  a beautiful  mock  registration  except  for 
the  fact  that  no  students  registered  were  charged 
tuition. 

Presidential  secretary  Bobbi  Courville  spent  15 
minutes  trying  to  find  which  printer  had  printed 
her  letter.  The  admissions  office  produced  six  let- 
ters to  prospects  named  Brian  that  came  out 
"Dear  Brain".  Fortunately  the  mistake  was  caught 
during  proofing. 

Many  Avila  administrators  have  advice  for 
anyone  beginning  the  process  from  scratch:  Set  a 
realistic  timetable,  work  cooperatively  with  other 
areas,  learn  by  doing  in  test  before  you  go  live, 
and  know  what  you  want  the  system  to  do  from  the 
outset. 

The  best  advice,  however,  probably  comes 
from  Sister  Rose  and  Sister  Ellen.  It  applies  to 
manual  or  computer  systems  and  even  life  in 
general.  Have  faith,  think  positive  and  keep  your 
vision  and  sense  of  humor.

Health  Fair  1987 

Hundreds  of  people  are  expected  to  take  part  in  Avila's 
second  annual  Health  Fair  on  April  14,  1988  in  the  Whitfield 
Center.  The  first  Health  Fair  attracted  more  than  400 
people  who  were  curious  about  their  health  and  interested 
in  improving  it.  The  purpose  of  the  fair  is  to  promote  health 
and  wellness  through  education  and  screening. 

Participants  learn  about  nutrition,  stress  management, 
fitness  and  medications.  Measurements  are  made  of 
height,  weight,  body  fat,  blood  pressure,  vision,  blood 
chemistry,  and  for  oral  and  colo-rectal  cancer.  Organizers 
say  participants  should  allow  one  hour  for  the  screening 
and  activities.
